Stroud 
et al. in view of Fowler discloses/renders obvious applicants claimed invention. Stroud et al. disclose, for example, that the polyol can be 
glycerin. The fact that Stroud et al state that the polyol could alternatively be sorbitol or mannitol does not overcome the fact that the polyol 
can be glycerin, and that it would be obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to choose glycerin as the polyol. Therefore, the 35 USC 1 03 
rejection presented in the Final Office Action is hereby maintained. 
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
